6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  not  to  de- 
liver the  blank  invoice  bills  until  the  first  of  April,  agreeable  to  Chap- 
ter 57,  Section  7,  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  fifty  dollars  for  Memorial  Day. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
to  copy  and  rebind  old  town  records. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  public  library  ;  accept 
of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8,  Sections  21-26,  of  the  Public  Statutes
